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TEMPERANCE IN THE Sanpwicn Is_Lanps.— 
The following extract of a letter dated Honolulu, 
June 18, giving an encouraging account of the 
progress of temperance in the islands, will be read 
with considerable gratification :—‘* We have had a 
glorious reform commenced in our midst. The 
king and chiefs have just held their annual council ; 
and at that meeting the king came forward and 
signed the total abstinence pledge from all that in- 
toxicates, of both native and foreign manufacture 
(a measure which he would never listen to for a 
moment heretofore), and so did all the chiefs. The 
king has so much improved in his conduct and dig- 
nity, that the common people have noticed it, and 
call him the ‘ New King.’ After signing the 
pledge (which is a great deal more prohibitory than 
any thing I ever sawin English), they began to fix 
some penalty for a violation of the pledge ; some 
proposed a fine, and some to have the name of the 
person found guilty published in the native paper. 
After a few minutes the king rose, and said, ‘ For 
me to violate the pledge and pay a fine, would be 
only like cutting off a finger; but to break the 
pledge and to be published as a common drunkard, 
would be like cutting off my head.’ They finally 
agreed that for the first offence the person should 
have his name erased in a public meeting called for 
the purpose ; and for the second, be published in 
the native paper as a common drunkard. It is 
two months since the formation of the society, and

This Annual contains a register of all the patents granted 
in each year; the title, date, and name of inventor; distin- 
guishing those produced in foreign countries from those 
native. Alphabetical lists both of names and subjects being 
given, an easy reference is obtained. 

To the manufacturer the importance of this work must 
be at once apparent, as it embraces improvements in 
nearly every branch of art and science, and enables him to 
ascertain what processes and articles he is restricted from 
using or making, and the period when they become public 
property. To inventors, many are the uses for which a list 
of this kind is available: besides offering them a reacy 
means of ascertaining whether others have directed their 
attention to the same subjects, it enables them, if such be 
the case, to determine whether the inventions are similar, or 
what parts are claimed by former patentees, and whether 
they can secure their invention to themselves without in- 
fringement of an existing patent. 

To each annual list is appended some valuable informa- 
tion relating to subjects connected with inventions. The 
“ English Patents,’’ 1841, has appended a copy of letters 
patent as now granted in England, by which inventors are 
enabled to form some idea of the rights and privileges they 
acquire by a patent.

Most of the other professions are known to be over- 
crowded, but the great movement in restoring and erecting 
buildings of a decorated style promises to replace the archi- 
tectural sculptor, carver, modeller, painter, &c., in that high 
rank of citizenship which was formerly enjoyed by the distin- 
guished of these professions. 

It was the practice, too, of ancient architects and artists to 
associate themselves with their pupils, as is proposed in this 
humble revival—and hence the superiority of their works. 
Every labour, discovery, and research of the master was joined 
in by the pupil, and an affection frequently obtained between 
the two as of members of one family,—the master regarding 
his pupils as trustees for the future, to become the guardians 
and expositors of his own reputation. 

London, in its public institutions, in its unrivalled mecha- 
nical and scientific advance, marks itself out as the site of 
the “School of Art.’’? In this one branch Mr. Hansom de- 
signs for himself to labour, to place before his pupils and for 
their benefit every accessible advantage, to labour with them, 
to guide them, to eneourage, to reward, to distinguish, to 
watch also with a paternal care, and to guard against vicious 
tendencies and temptations, exercising them at the same time 
in the theories of science and their practical application, 
working himself and with his pupils as an architect, and se- 
curing for their instruction the associate skill of the best prac- 
tical tutors and artificers in every department in which their 
respective tastes and talents fit them to run. 

Already the advantages of this system are being made strik- 
ingly apparent in the great progress of his pupils, and it is 
not too much to assume that its general adoption would 
secure to architectural students as much in three as ordina- 
rily in five years. A gentleman of eminent qualifications in

Ramoneur Association ; that the chimneys which were tried 
on this occasion were those of the kitchen in the front 
gatekeeper’s apartment, and the kitchen of the Lothbury 
gatekeeper’s apartments; that in these two instances 
the Ramoneur Association failed entirely in their object, 
from the brush being stopped in both chimneys when at 
a distance of about ten feet from the top; that these two 
chimneys have been regularly swept in common with all the 
other chimneys in the Bank, for many years by Mr. Glass’s 
machine; that the two chimneys in question were 
swept by Mr. Glass and his machine this day, in the presence 


| of his opponents: that the gentlemen from the Ramoneur 





Association were urged to try other chimneys, but they de- 
clined it ; that, so far as I have any architectural knowledge, 
a square brush can never be successfully employed in sweep- 
ing chimneys, because it is impossible to keep it in one 
uniform position, and if net kept in that position, and 
allowed to twist, itis in danger of becoming fixed in the 
chimney; whereas a circular brush, made like the one in- 
vented by Mr. Glass, is found to pass easily through the 
chimney, while it affords the workman an opportunity of turn- 
ing the brush round and round in the process, by which quick 
movement the soot is really more completely dislodged than 
by any even, dull, regular motion that could be given to the 
square brush and its universal joints, even if the said Ramo- 
neur could be got through any difficult chimney. And I 
further certify that considerable dam was done to the 
building on this occasion, a whole brick having been dis- 
placed from one part of the chimney, and a stone brought 
down from another part, which stone measures 11 inches by 
8 inches, and is 2} inches in thickness, and that, in my 
opinion, these accidents arose out of the violence that is 
required to force a square brush througha chimney.

The Ramoneur Association really should be a little more 
guarded. As Surface says, ‘‘ It’s never worth while to be 
troubled with honesty among friends,’’. but still there are 
stupid, humdrum, matter-of-fact people in the world who 
are sure to lay hold of everything that is untrue, and they 
always make such a fuss about it. One would have imagined 
that the trials of the Ramoneur, as reported in The Times of 
the 4th, 16th, and 23rd January, and the 20th February last, 
might have allayed the excessive vanity of its proprictors.
